Says Whistle Needs Repairs. 
Salem, Ohio July 1, 1915.' 
Editor News, ¿Year 
Sir:—In youri 
issue of W ednesday. June 30, yon 
mentioned the fire ef Monday night 
last, and in the arti Je you referred to 
the whistle not blowing loud enough. 
True, the whLfie did not blow as it 
should, but I beg a little iifferenee as 
to the pressure of steam. 
As there are 
only 
two or three 
hours during the night that some o£ 
the m achinery is not running, and 
that 
it 
takes 
sixty-five 
pounds of 
steam to run the easiest piece of 
machinery in 
the 
place, and their 
normal pressure 
is 
ninety 
pounds 
there is som e other reason for the 
trouble. 
Take first th e construction of the 
whistle. 
A large teacup with a pipe 
entering th e bottom at the center and 
a flat lid over the top and at the 
edge slots runn in g around, these slots 
bein^ about one half inch long and 
one thirty-second wide. 
A stem or 
piece of rod fastened at the center of 
the lid and extending up through the 
middle of the whistle bell with the 
lottotn up and the edge of the hell 
close to the slots in the whistle bulb 
and the steam coming through these 
lots and passing across the edge of 
the beil is the cause of the blowing, 
as a little boy blows across a bottle. 
Thir- bell is adjustable. 
It can be 
placed closer and farther away from 
the slots. 
W hen the bell Is turned 
close to tin slots the whi-ile is shrill 
and high pitched, hut if too close the 
steam goes inside the bell and not 
across the edge, 
\s I stood on my 
front porch and 
heard 
the steam 
whistling past the bell without any 
result, this is my conclusion: T hat 
the bell is too close to the slots and 
not the p ressure of the steam. 
A reader who has pulled a whistle 
lever a thousand 
or 
ten thousand 
times, with respect to the man th at 
was heaving coal.

ARMENIA IRI D TO 


RUN AWAY; WAS SUNK 


Avonmomh, Jul 2.— Eleven Ameri­ 
cans were among the nineteen mem­ 
bers of the crew who lost their lives 
in the sinking of tbe freight steamer 
Armenia by tbe German submarine 
IK38 
of 
Cornwell 
Monday. 
Some 
members of the crew were killed out­ 
right when the toTpedo struck the 
ship. 
The Armenia had 1,422 mules from 
Newport News, to be used by French 
armies. 
The vessel had a crew of 72 
men and % mule tenders. 
The submarine was sighted by the 
man at the tender, and commenced 
shelliftg when th** Armenia tried to 
run away. 
The Germans ordered the 
ship to surrender hut she steamed on. 
A shell dropped in the engine room 
and the ship surrendered. Boats wTere 
lowered but one was struck by a shell 
and the occupants tumbled into tbe 
sea. 
Five boats got away and landed 
here. 
The submarine sent the Ar­ 
menia to the bottom with two tor­ 
pedoes.
